In fiscal year 2016, 56 individuals were
arrested, fewer than 10 were placed under community supervision, and fewer than 10 were
admitted into state correctional institutions for the offense of criminal mischief under existing
statute punishable as a third degree felony. This analysis assumes the provisions of the bill
addressing felony sanctions would not result in a significant impact on the demand for state
correctional resources.
